to tho directors, that tho wholesale 
and precipitous choice of KO large a 
number of Instructcm under a gen- 
oral motion, without pretense of con- 
sldcrltie any other applications, was 
contrary to precedent and rather dis- 
courteous to anv now applicants for 
position*. Justice to such applicants 
and to tho tntpayem of the town de- 
manded that the merits of all bo care- 
fully LcrutlnUed lieforo tho election of 
any.

Been Slain by In- 


dians. 


SOLDIERS ON WAY TO'SCENE 


Men, Womon and Children Fall 
Be- 


fore Rebellious Indians, Plantations 
Burned and Cattle Driven Off—10^ 
000 Indians Arc In the Uprising- 


El Pa»o, Tex,, Juno S.—Advices from 


Mexico City differ as to tho casualties 
In Yucatan and Campechw as n result 
of the uprising "at Maya Indians nnd 
Spaniards and they differ for tho very 
good reason that even the ofncla!n at 
Mexico City arc unable to obtain the 
exact information. 


Cmuppcho Is entirely without rail- 


road communication and Yucatan has 
Jjut n fott short railway lines. It In 
generally conceded, howcxor, that sev- 
eral hundred have been killed nnd It 
now develops that tho fighting has 
boon lu progress for n week nnd tho 
Insurgents have things their own nay 
at the present time, as few soldier), 
ure In tho country. 


Tho total dead thus far, according 


to the best Information. Is 500, but In- 
asmuch as tho Indliins. ha\o been 
ohootlng. killing ami burning In tho 
Interior of tho two states for several 
day*, only tho casualties In tho cities 
nro figured us n certainty. 


On some of tho large sugar planta- 


tions, In Campechc and Yucatan, also 
on tho banana plantations and among 
the cattle owners, men, nouien and 
children ha\o boon killed In a number 
of Instances, the plantations burned. 
Cattlo hnvo^bocn driven off for tho 
sustenance of tho rebellious army and 
public buildings have been wrecked 
and the otllcials taken prisoners or 
killed In all tho small towns en- 
countered. 


Tho Texan nous /icrvlce supplies its 


papers with a cablegram which It 
claim" It got through from Ve.ra Crui 
before the Mexican censorship went 
on In whlr-h It Is stated that 1.300 
have been killed and that 10,000 Maya 
Indians are In tho uprising. 


Government Takes Prompt Action. 
Vern Cruz, Jlcx, Juno 8.—The gov> 


eminent Is taking prompt nnd vigor- 
ous action toward quelling tho Maya 
Indian uprising In tho state of Yuc.v 
tan and territory of Qulntutm HOD. 
Transports nro being loaded hero with 
troopx.to bu sont to Progreso, v* hence 
they will bo moved to tho scene of 
warfare by special trains. It Is 
pccted that moro than 10,000 troops 
will be In the Held against tho Indians 
within ton days. 


Tho report that mote than li.OOO 


Mayas are moving In one body to- 
ward Merlda Is believed by military 
authorities hero to bo an exaggera- 
tion of the situation. It Is not thought 
that thero nro that many available 
lighting men In the Maya tribe., but 
thero Is llttlo actually known a» to 
their numbers, oulng to tho fact that 
tlroy Inhabit remote localities nnd sol- 
dont come In contact with tho Mexi- 
cans except In their raids. 


The fact that tho Indians are armed 


nlth modern rlllcs lends to tho belief 
that they ucro supplied with anna 
and ammunition by traders of Brit- 
ish Honduras, which adjoins their ter- 
ritory.
